To tHE Voters oF ALEXANDRIA: Your Committee of super- 
vision of your schools would make his report :— 


The schools have generally been successful during the past 
year, considering the small amount of money they have cost. 
The prudential committees have secured good teachers, and it 
is a mystery to me how they could get so good teachers for the 
wages paid. Some of the teachers have been /jirst-class, and 
all have done well. I have received the most courteous treat- 
ment both from the committees and teachers in my official inter- 
course with them, and I desire here, publicly, to acknowledge the 
same. 

We have had good schools, what there was of them. In most 
cases the school was not fairly under way before it was closed from 
lack of funds to carry it on. It is not to be expected that 
scholars will be able to get very far up the hill of knowledge, 
with only ten or twelve weeks of school in the year. In the 
name of your children, I ask you to raise more money for your 
schools. The exceptions to success are so few that the general 
rule may be given of good schools. You will find a statistical 
table giving you the items of cost, &c., of the different schools. 
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I have a few suggestions which I ask you to think of: 
1st.—Scuoot-Hovusrs. There is not a school house in town that 
is fit for the purpose. Nearly all of them are colder than your 
barns. Most of them are lacking in foundation, so the wind 
can circulate freely about the feet of the inmates, while the 
teacher tries to keep the room warm by large fires, and only 
succeeds in roasting the heads of the pupils. A well known law 
of hygiene is thus violated, and the only wonder is how the 
scholars stand it through, and not suffer more than they do. 
There is one house in particular I wish you to notice. I refer 
to that in district No.1. It is a shame and a disgrace to the 
town, and how the intelligent inhabitants of that district can 
send their children to such an old hovel is beyond me. Let us 
hope that when it gets on fire again our citizens will not hurry 
much to put it out. 

Bank up your school-houses, get good dry wood and plenty 
of it, arrange the windows so the upper sash can be lowered, and 
generally fix things, so you would be willing to stay there your- 
selves. Visit your schools. You would not hire a man to do 
a job of work for you, and pay no attention to him as he was 
doing it, and yet that is the way you are doing with your scbools. 
It is wrong. Go into your schools; make suggestions, if the 
thing is not going to suit you, in a kindly spirit, and they will 
be well received. Every teacher wishes to do well and to give 
satisfaction, and just here let me say it is generally safe to sus- 
tain the teachers in their efforts in the schools. They are sup» 
posed to be qualified, and, until shown to the contrary, should 
be sustained. 

2nd.—Text Books. A good degree of uniformity in books 
is now secured. It has been the aim of the Committee not 
to introduce any new books, but to make them alike in the 

, schools, with as little expense as possible, and generally I have 
had the co-operation of the teachers to this end. It is sim- 
ply impossible for a school to progress when the time of the 
teacher is occupied in hesring lessons from six or seven text- 
books of the same grade. I have not heard of any complaint 
on the subject of books. 


\ 
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3rd.—Scnoor Disrricrs. Years ago, when there were more 
scholars, it was necessary, no doubt, to have as many districts as 
are now in town, but it seems as if the interests of the schools 
demand that some be consolidated with others. In that way near- 
ly twice as much schooling could be had, and the schools would 
be more profitable. I leave this for your consideration.
